veterinarian. 
This 
regulation 
also covers hog serum and viruc 
in the same m anner, and those 
who have read the 
application 
blanks for a perm it declare th at 
no farm er or 
poultry m an 
wfill 
w ant to make an oath like the 
one demanded on the permit. 
The action of the state board 
today was characterized by one 
poultry m an as being the most 
dram atic and impossible regula­ 
tion 
ever 
promulgated. 
He 
stated, -y ou cannot test one of 
y our own hens or have y our 
poultry m an do so w ithout a per­ 
mit. or vaccinate y our own hog? 
w ithout a perm it. If a veteri­ 
narian in y our community is not 
interested in poultry , and most 
of them are ixot, y ou stand a 
small chance of improving y our 
flock 
or getting 
chicks 
from 
hatchery m en th a t are from test­ 
ed flocks," he stated. 
Several towixship farm bur­ 
eaus have discussed the pro­ 
posed ruling, and in some in­ 
stances committees have been 
named to take action against the 
proposed a ruling .

Conuty pig owners who are 
wondering w hat to feed their 
pigs during the hot weather 
should tak e cognizance of the 
fact tha t the price of wheat is 
lew and that wheat mak es a 
good feed for hogs. 
C. M. Vestal of the Depart­ 
m ent of Animal Husbandry , say s 
tha t wheat, properly fed is un­ 
surpassed as a fattening food for 
pigs. 
The wheat according to 
Mr. Vestal should be ground 
coarsely or crack ed to give the 
best results. The ground wheat 
may be fed dry in a self feeder 
or made into slop. 
In either 
case, it should be supplemented 
with protein rich feed such as 
tank age, sk im milk or butter 
milk . 
Coarse-ground 
wheat 
and 
tank age in separate com part­ 
ments of a self-feeder mak e a 
good fattening ration, and re­ 
quire a minimum of labor in 
feeding. Self-feecnne is i» ruor« hiv 
the best method of feeding 
dry 
ground wheat, 
Grouna 
fed in troughs should be moist­ 
ened at feeding time to prevent 
wastage of the finer parts. Fiire- 
ground wheat, when fed dry , 
tends to form a pasty mass in 
the pig’s mouth, and thereby in- 
terfers with appetite and diges­ 
tion. 
Fine grinding uf wheat 
should be avoided where dry 
feeding is practiced. 
Soak ing whole wheat is a poor 
substitute for grinding. 
How­ 
ever. 
sock ed 
whole 
wheat 
is 
more valuable than dry whole 
wheat in the hog ration. When 
fed dry , more of the whole wheat 
escapes digestion. Very few feed­ 
ing tests have been made to 
compare dry whole wheat and 
soak ed whole wheat. The results 
Oi. these tests, however, indicate 
tha t soak ing wheat increases its 
feeding value about 5 pe rcent.

farm production will not suffer 
as a result. 
That is the conclusion drawn 
by the American Research Foun­ 
dation after a survey of the shift­ 
ing agricultural population. 
•The drift of population from 
the farm to the city need cause 
the United States no 
concern 
over agriculture’s future," 
the 
foundation say s, “since 
fewer 
aimers are now actually doing 
more work and producing greater 
crops." 
More widespread adoption 
of 
power machinery is given as the 
reason a shrink ing farm popula­ 
tion is able to m aintain and ev­ 
en increase agricultural produc­ 
tion. Between 1870 and 1929 the 
acreage farmed per work er 
in­ 
creased 48 percent and the pro­ 
duction in dollars per m an 
in­ 
creased 419 per cent. 
In colonial times 95 percent of 
h e economic producing popula­ 
tion was farmers, y et they pro- 
luced barely enough to feed and 
clothe their familes. In 1920 the 
agricultural population was 30 
percent of the total, whereas to­ 
day it is estimated at less than 
24 percent. 
-By 1950 there probably will be 
150 million people in the United 
States," the foundation predicts, 
•y et they will be fed by 
fewer 
farmers than were required to 
,eed the nation's 25,000,00 in- 
îabitants in 1850. 
The largest single development 
contributing to the farm ers’ aug­ 
mented production capacity is 
the increasing use of truck s, pe­ 
troleum driven tractors and oth­ 
er power machinery . 
Only 11,500 truck s were m anu­ 
factured in 1912. In 1929 approxi­ 
mately 200.000 were made and 
the number operated on Ameri­

against the use of vaccines or 
serums by individuals, also ap- 
plies to chickens, as well as live- 
stock, it was pointed o'ut today, 
and farmers and poultrymen of 
Rush county are being urged to 
take steps to prevent the ruling 
from becoming effective August 
1.The ruling states that no 
poultryman can test or treat ev- 
en his own birds without a per- 
mit from the state board and 
that application for a permit 
must be recommended by a local 
veterinarian.' This regulation 
also covers hog serum and virus 
to" the same manneV, and those 
who have, read the application 
blanks for a permit declare that 
no farmer or poultryman will 
want to make an oath like the 
one demanded on the permit. 


The action of the state board 


today was characterized by one 
poultryman as being the most 
dramatic and impossible regula- 
tion 
ever 
promulgated. 
He 


stated, "you cannot test one of 
your own hens or have'your 
poultryman do so without a per- 
mit, or vaccinate your own hogs 
without a permit. If a veteri- 
narian in your community is not 
interested in poultry, and most 
of them are not, you stand a 
laH-chanee^ot iaipr«mng^ yout 


flock or getting chicks from 
hatcherymen that are from test- 
ed flocks," he stated.- 


Several township- farm bur-

YConaty pig owners who are 
wondering what to feed their 
pigs during the hot weather 
.{should take cognizance of the 
fact that the price of wheat is 
low and that wheat makes a 
jgood feed for hogs. 


C. M. Vestal of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Husbandry, says 
ihat wheat, properly fed is un- 
surpassed as a fattening food for 
Bigs. The wheat according to 
Mr. Vestal should be ground 
coarsely or cracked to give the 
.best results. The ground wheat 
.may be fed dry in a self feeder 
or made into slop. In either 
case, it should be supplemented 
Jtrith protein rich feed such as 
tankage, skim milk or butter 
milk. 
Coarse-ground 
wheat 
and 


tankage in separate compart- 
ments of a self-feeder make a 
good fattening ration, and re- 
"quire a minimum of labor in 
feeding. Self-feeaine is nroba 
the best method of feeding dry 
ground wheat. urouna-v*nc, 


in troughs should be moist-

-More .widespread adoption of 


power machinery is given as the 
reason a shrinking farm popula- 
tion is able to maintain and ev- 
en increase agricultural produc- 
tion. Between 1870 and 1929 the 
acreage farmed per worker in- 
creased 48 percent and the pro- 
duction in dollars per man • in- 
creased 419 per cent. 


In colonial times 95 percent of 


;he economic producing popula- 
,ion was farmers, yet they pro- 
luced barely enough to feed and 
clothe their familes. In 1920 the 
agricultural population was 30 
percent of the total, whereas to- 
iay it is estimated at less than 
24 percent. 


-By 1950 there probably will be 


150 million people in the United 
States," the foundation predicts, 
yet they will be fed by fewer 
farmers than were required to 
;eed the nation's 25,000,00 in- 
aabitants in 1850. 


The largest single development 


contributing to the farmers' aug- 
mented production capacity is 
the increasing use of trucks, pe- 
troleum driven tractors and oth- 
er power machinery. 


Only 11,500 trucks were manu- 


factured in 1912. In 1929 approxi-

He gets as 
much sunlight as possible and 
already he has become a lengend 
at Cap Antibes, France, where 
his tall, almost nude, figure is 
seen for hours at a time prone on 
a raft enjoying his sun baths, or 
walking about in a monkish look- 
ing dressing gown. 


No man in London is more 


adept at getting a taxicab after 
the theatre than Shaw. He is out 
of his seat in a jiffy and while 
the rest of the audience is still 
standing at attention to the 
strains of "God Save the King," 
the 74-year-old socialist probab- 
ly is well on the way home. 


Shaw's pointed pen has jabbed 


so many people that it isn't sur- 
prising when some of them jab 
back.

The examination of 3,473 male students in a 


large state university of the middlewest showed 
that a city of 50,000 or more is distinctly more 


healthful than small cities, villages and coun 
trysides. 


This is a blow to the common conception that 


rural life is inherently wholesome and healthful 


The crystal waters of the old farm well, fresh 


food from field, garden and dairy, the gymnastic 
exercise the plow, hoe and saw provide, the men 
tal serenity that goes with outdoor life and con 
tact with nature have been so lyrically extolled 
by orators and writers that the idea of the coun- 
try being more conducive of health is firmly im- 
planted in the average mind. 


But we will have to give way to new ideas when 


convincing proof is offered. And those of us who 
live in the smaller communities should profit 
from the lessons our big city cousins teach, and 
adopt all of the modern safeguards against dis- 
ease that it is possible to utilize outside large 
centers of population.

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


In 1851 an embryo Agricultur- 


al Fair in Kush county attracted 
the attention of the people of 
the county without regard to 
whether residents of town or 
country. It was the year before 
the "adoption df our State Con- 
stitution and the presidential 
election in which Franklin B, 
Pierce was elected. 
For four 


years the organization was a 
tame affair and in 1855 rain fell 
every day of the fair — Sept. 12, 
13- and 14. 
John M. Shawhan 


was then marshal of the fair. On 
June 25, 1856, a complete list of 
premiums was printed for a 
joint Agricultural Fair to "be 
held at Knightstown, by the 
counties of Rush, Hancock, and 
Henry. Little appears in our 
papers of the record of that 
fair, which was held, as adver- 
tised at .Knightstown, on Sept. 
3, 4 and 5, 1856. 
It was a bitter campaign year. 


Buchannan leading the Demo- 
cratic party, and Gen. John C. 
Fremont the newly formed Re- 
publican party. Big campaign 
wagon and mounted uniformed 
men of both parties added thrills 
to the political day meetings and 
torch light procession at night. 
Lizzie McManus, a sister of the 
late Thomas McManus, was a 
Democratic "Goddess" on 
a 


Rushville Township Big Wagon. 
The fusilades turned loose by 
the Jacksonian under John L. 
Robinson and the Republicans 
by P. A. Hackleman, if published 
today, would necessitated "armed 
intervention." But the perpetuity 
of the Fair was a living issue and 
the minds of thinking men and 
on May 23, 1857, at a meeting 
held at Rushville it was resolved 
to make over the whole system 
of an Agricultural Fan: Society, 
on the joint stock play, in strict 
conformity with the laws govern- 
ing the Indiana Board of Agri- 
culture. 


Accordingly they adopted rules 


and regulations to govern same. 
First they were to take over all 
property owned by the existing 
organization, but were not to di- 
vert the- grounds from its origin- 
al purpose except on full pay- 
ment of the full purchase price. 
Isaac Loder, Hugh B. Cowan 
and Stephen Donaldson were se- 
lected a committee to draft by- 
laws for the government of the 
new society. When completed in 
accordance with, the new organi- 
zation, John Megee was chosen 
as first president and Stephen 
Donaldson, secretary. Daniel-Wil- 
son was selected as general sup- 
erintendent and 
Thomas V.

At this time the society owned 


eleven and one fourth acres of 
ground, which had been bought 
from Joseph H Lakin May 12, 
1856, 
for $950. The second pur- 


chase was of two acres and forty 
three rods, bought from Rush 
County Dec. 9,1858, for $255.62. 


The third purchase was from 


Isaac Pattison, one acre and fifty 
rods, October 29, 1859, for $131.25. 
The fourth was from James D. 
Pattison April 24,1866—two acres 


•for i$500. 
The fifth was from James D. 


Pattison March 1, 1871 ten and 
eight-one hundredth acres for 
$2704, amounting in,all to twen- 
ty seven acres at a cost of $'. 
520.87. Halls, stables and sheds 
for all necessary purposes cov- 
ered the grounds and a fine, half 
mile dirt track, soon led to fast 
racing, and did much to develop 
the horse industry in the county. 
Later on a commodious grand 
stand was erected and.no other 
fair ground in Indiana was so 
well adapted, by nature, for the 
purposes used as was the Rush 
county Fair Grounds. 


Going back to Fair held in 1852 


we find in the list of prize winr 
ners under, "Jacks' and mules,' 
the names of Jeremiah 
Stark, 


John M. Shawlan, William T. 
Hilligoss, William Griffin, and B. 
F.. Bowen. The prizes in those 
days were usually some house- 
hold article, from a thimble to 
a cutting box—dependent upon 
the class hi which the article 
was entered. Cash, prizes, or pre- 
miums, were few and this partic- 
ular year never -exceeded ! 
awarded William T. Hart as first 
premium on a one to two year 
old mare. 


J. M. Shawhan v/as awarded a 


silver spoon, for best mare three 
year old and upward, James 
Downey a silver spoon on. best 2 
to 3^ year old. J. B. Blacklidge 
won on. horse colts under one 
year old a $5 premium, Garret 
Wycoff, the same on best mare* 
colt.same class. On match horses 
E/Heaton won a $6 prize. On 
buggy horses J. M. Shawhan won 
first, prize—$5. In sweepstakes on 
match horses.Wm. Norris won 
first—a silver spoon. In the 1 to 
2 year class George R. Kelley won 
first-$5.
